Defence Minister Kier Weinman. 

The convention deliberations 
opened with angry words by 
Moda’i, who charged that "central 
party Institutions have too often 
been Idle and failed to address 
themselves to the key issues fading 
the couhtry. 

“Often they have served as no 
more than debating clubs in which 
no decision Is reached. I often feel 
we don't represent anything 
because, there Is no party- line on 
anything," he said. 

He complained that the party 
does not reply to political opponents 
“who malign the gover nm ent, dis- 
tort facts and magnify what they 
wish out of all proportion.” ' 

Bis rival. Trade Minister Patt, 
delivered a gloomy forecast for the 
economy. “I foresee such rises in 
the April cost-of-livlng index as to 
astound us all. The same is true for 
the May index,” he said. 

But he read a long list of what he 
maintained were achievements in 
the socio-economic sphere by the 
Likud administration, and Joined in 
lamenting “the total absence of any 
Information campaign on our part 
In view of vicious onslaughts by the 
opposition.

Disappointment at Carter’s absence 

60 world leaders to Tito funeral 


BELGRADE. — World leaders, in- 
cluding those of China and the 
Soviet Union but not the U.S., 
streamed into Belgrade yesterday 
for the funeral today of President 
Josip Bros Tito. 

Nearly 100 countries will be 
represented. 

Yugoslavs refrained from com- 
ment on the glaring absence of 
President Jimmy Carter among the 
heads of state or government from 
more than 60 countries. 

Privately, however, both officials 
and ordinary citizens expressed 
"shock and disappointment” at 
Carter’s absence. 

A frequent remark in govern- 
ment corridors was that Carter had 
been- out-manoeuvred by Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev, who 
announced his attendance only 
after Washington said that the U.S. 
was being represented by Vice- 
President Walter Mondale and Mrs. 
Lillian Carter, the president's 
mother. 

By last night, the eve of the 
'funeral. 28 heads of state, three 
kings and two ruling Arab sheikhs 


had arrived in the Yugoslav capital 
or were on their way. Mondale was 
one of eight vice-presidents, and 27 
nations were represented by prime 
ministers. 

In Amman, it was announced that 
King Hussein postponed a state 
visit to Iraq yesterday in order to 
attend Tito’s funeral today. He is 
accompanied by Prime Minister 
Abdul Hamid Sharaf. 

Carter was not the only leading 
head of state noticeable for his 
absence. 

Cuba's Fidel Castro stayed away 
in what Yugoslavs took as a 
political gesture dating back to last 
September in Havana, wben Tito 
blocked Castro's attempt to firmly 
tie non : allgned nations to the 
socialist bloo. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
was also absent and officials noted 
that Tito and Sadat had never hit it 
off .well because Tito had founded 
the Non-Aligned Movement with 
Gaxdal Abdul Nasser. 

French President Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing was unable to fly to 


Belgrade because of a summit 
meeting in Nice with French- 
speaking African nations. 

Mondale made a formal state- 
ment when he later arrived at the 
residence of U.S. Ambassador 
Lawrence Eaglet) urger, but declin- 
ed to answer questions about 
Carter's decision to stay at home. 

Mondale said that the UJ3. for 
more than 90 years has supported 
Yugoslavia’s "Independence, 
territorial integrity and unity” and 
this support remains unchanged 
with Tito’s death. 

Asked if he would have talks with 
other leaders in Belgrade, Mondale 
said: "“There are some meetings 
planned,” but he gave no details. 

Informed sources said Mondale 
was unlikely to have talks with 
Brezhnev. 

Many are expected to use the 
gathering for unofficial meetings 
on such topics as East-West ten- 
sion, Afghanistan, Iran, the Arab- 
Israell conflict and rifts in the Non- 
Aligned Movement. (UPI, AP,

Just three hours after the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
recommended confirmation by a 
voteoflZtol. 

Muskie is expected to be sworn in 
quickly so that he can take up his 
new duties. 

Just before the Senate voted, 
Muskie gave an emotional farewell 
speech that brought senators to 
their feet In applause. An audience 
In the public gallery that included 
members of the Muskie family join- 
ed in. 

Muskie said he looked forward to 
future cooperation between himself 
and the Senate, hut said he had 
dreaded the moment that he would 
have, to say good-bye. He served as 
a senator from Maine for 22 years. 

The vote was 94 to 2, with North 
Carolina Republican "Jesse Helms 


and New Hampshire Republican 
Gordon Humphrey voting against 
the nomination. Muskie voted 
“present ” 

Senator Helms, who cast the only 
“no" vote In the Foreign Relations 
Committee earlier yesterday, 
described Muskie as his friend and 
said it was the most painful vote he 
had cast 

But he said the nomination and 
vote were a referendum on U.S. 
foreign policy, which he called, “a 
disaster for the United States and 
the free world.” 

Earlier, at the Foreign Relations 
Committee hearing, Muskie said a 
meeting with Gromyko would be 
useful as introductory talks to iden- 
tify differences and common 
ground. Muskie also said he would 
be in complete charge of foreign 
policy decisions under Carter, im- 
plying that he would not share 
policy-making powers with the 
president's national security ad- 
viser, Zbigniew Brzezlnski.

The price of airline tickets paid 
for in local currency will drop in a 
few daya, following the Transport 
Ministry's acknowledgement of the 
facts published In the Jerusalem 
Poet last Monday, and a ministry 
decision to end the injustice it ex- 
posed. . 

But because of the recent 
devaluation of the Israel pound, the 
cut in prices will probably be only 4 
per cent, rather tban. the. full 8 per 
cent by which prices were recently 
raised. : 

At the beginning . of the month, 
airline dompanlea decided to sell 
tickets- acxxnding. to an exchange 
rate of IL4.55 to the dollar, although 
the Bank of Israel representative 
dollar price was then 184.30. 
(Yesterday it was I84JH.) 

Yesterday, the . Transport 
-Ministry wrote to the head of the 


Civil Aviation Authority, Naftall 
Ben- Yehuda informing him that the 
ministry had decided it was un- 
reasonable for the airlines to fix the 
exchange rate for tickets once a 
month on average. 

(It was this adjustment that hik- 
ed ticket prices by 8 per. cent at the 
beginning of May.) 

• The ministry says passengers 
'should be able to pay for their, 
tickets at the exchange rate in 
effect on the day of purchase. 

The ministry has asked Ben- 
Yehuda to point out to the airlines 
that the government will not accept 
their decision which the Civil Avia- 
tion Authority was not asked to ap- 
prove — although the terms of their 
licences demand that they obtain 
such authorization.

Brezhnev agrees 
to ‘depoliticize’ 
Olympic Games 

MOSCOW (UPI) — Lord Kfllanin, 
head of the International Olympic 
Committee won agreement from 
President Leonid Brezhnev yester- 
day to eliminate national anthems 
and flags from the Summer Games 
in Moscow in an attempt to prevent 
a widespread boycott, Soviet 
sources said. 

Killanln and Monique Berlloux, 
director of the IOC, met Brezhnev 
in the Kremlin to discuss ways of 
averting a full-scale Olympic 
boycott that could turn the games 
into a sham. 

~ The 72-year-old Soviet leader 
received Killanln just hours before 
leaving Moscow to attend the’ 
funeral of Yugoslav President Josip 
Bros Tito. * 

Winning agreement from 
Brezhnev to depoliticize the Games 
by eliminating national flags and 
national anthems was the easy part 
of Klllanln’s' attempt to save the 
Moscow Games. He has also said he 
would like to talk to U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter, in hopes of changing 
his mind about boycotting the 
Moscow Olympics, which begin in 
just over two months. 

The IOC said from . its head- 
quarters In Lausanne, Switzerland, 
that KUlanin had also been in touch 
with the White House, but did not 
say If he had arranged a meeting 
with Carter. 


Israeli’s bright idea gets U.S. aid

The U.S. Department of Energy 
1 is about to invest flm. to research a 
revolutionary solar energy produc- 
tion method designed.*? aa Israeli 
team. 

. This was revealed at yesterday 
afternoon's Hebrew Unlitorsity 
Board of Governors meeting on 
Mount Scopus by the team's direc- 
tor, Renata Reisfeld, a professor of 
Inorganic chemistry. 

Speaking at the session devoted 
;to the university's research oii 
i energy sources, Reisfeld said that 
in 1977 she publiahed in "Nature" 
an- Initial theoretical study- about 
the capture and conversion of dif- 
fuse, aa well as direct light. In pan- 
els or prisms of! glass into 
fluorescence to produce electricity. 

She noted that the process is of 


special interest In northern Europe, 
where the possibility of developing 
solar energy units is limited due to 
the dearth of direct sunlight. 

Her paper attracted the interest 
of the Colorado Solar Research 
Institute which, in conjunction with 
the U.S. Department of Energy 
agreed to finance further research. 

An agreement to this effect was 
to have been signed during the visit 
to Israelite have begun earlier this 
week, by a high-powered U.S. 
delegation. But the visit, whose 
main purpose was to discuss the im- 
plementation of the American- 
Xsr&el agreement on emergency oil 
supplies to Israel, was postponed 
because, according to American 
sources. Secretary of State- 
designate Edmund>MuskIe wished 
first to study the issue. 

Reisfeld told the participants that 
“we may ultimately be left only 


with solar energy," after the 
earth’s on, nuclear and fossil fuel 
sources will have been exhausted. 

Meanwhile, however, the use of 
photo-voltaic silicon cells — as 
employed in rooftop solar energy 
panels — to convert sunlight into 
electricity is at present too expen- 
sive to compete with oil and nuclear 
energy. These type of cells were 
used in spacecraft to provide elec- 
tricity and water. 

Dr. Ze v Aisenstadt, of the univer- 
sity's Energy Research Centre, told 
the governors of research on fuel 
extraction from ■ Israel’s shale 
deposits. 

He said that the world's coming 
energy shortage would be defined 
best by paraphrasing Lincoln: 
“You can fuel some of the people all' 
the time, and all the people some of 
the time, but you cannot fuel all the 
people all the time." 


Little progress in autonomy 

Khalil: U.S. 
should take 

Jordan’s role

HERZLIYA. — Egyptian 
Premier Mustapha Khalil 
yesterday disclosed that he has 
suggested that the U.S. take 
over all roles designated for 
Jordan in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip autonomy scheme. 

Confirming the Egyptian move, 
the U.S. chief negotiator to the 
autonomy talks, Sol Llnowitz, said 
that he would not comment at this 
stage. But the indications were that 
he might explore the feasibility of 
Khalil's suggestions if Jordan con- 
tinued to oppose the ongoing 
autonomy talks with Israel. 

The Camp David peace accords 
which govern the autonomy 
negotiations set a number of func- 
tions for Jordan within the 
framework of the autonomy 
scheme. These Include cooperation 
with Egypt and Israel in es- 
tablishing a self-governing authori- 
ty In the administered territories, 
participation in the creation of “a 
strong police force" in the West 
Bank, and participation in the con- 
tinuing committee designed to dis- 
cuss “the resolution of the Palesti- 
nian problem in all its aspects." 

Israel, Egypt and the U.S. yester- 
day ended a week of negotiations 
here on the projected West Bank 
and Gaza Strip autonomy with the 
top delegates from the three coun- 
tries reporting little progress. 

The three parties decided that 
meetings would be resumed in 
Cairo next week. The Cairo session 
will initially be' on the technical 
level before the chief negotiators 
convene for a plenary meeting, 
presumably to wrap up whatever 
points of agreement they can an- 
nounce on the May 28 target date, 
which marks the end of a year of 
deliberations on the Issue. 

The Herzliya taiif opened last 
week charged with launching 
marathon negotiations until the 
target date. At this stage, however, 
only accords on procedural aspects 
of autonomy are expected to 
materialize by May 28. 

“We are all disappointed that 
more progress has not been made” 
in Herzliya, Llnowitz conceded 
yesterday at a joint news con- 
ference he held together with 
Premier KhalO and Israel’s chief 
autonomy negotiator. Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg. 

Llnowitz said that he had made a 


long telephone report on the 
negotiations to President Jimmy 
Garter, and that the latter was “net 
wholly satisfied” with the pace of 
talks. 

The American negotiator Is 
scheduled to confer today with 
Premier Menahem Begin before 
flying to Cairo for a meeting with 
President Anwar Sadat on his way 
home. Llnowitz yesterday con- 
ferred in Jerusalem with opposition 
leader Shimon Peres. 

The Herzliya talks got bogged 
down on the question of who should 
control security in the administered 
territories once autonomy Is es- 
tablished. Israel has been Insisting 
that It should maintain control to 
head off hostile activities, while 
Egypt demanded that a dominant 
responsibility be given to the pro- 
jected self-governing authority. ; 

Khalil told the press conference 
that the Israeli position con- 
travened the Camp David agree- 
ment. But on returning to Cairo 
later in the day he expressed 
satisfaction that the issue was be- 
ing taken up “for the first time” in 
negotiations. He said that Defence 
Minister Kama! Hass an All had 
been charged with pursuing the 
subject — regardless of whether 
enough progress Is made by the 
May 28 target date. 

Burg characterized the current 
stage of negotiations as “not easy,” 
noting that Egypt and Israel held 
different interpretations for the 
Camp David provisions. 

Both Burg and Khalil stressed 
that the two countries remained 
separated by a wide gap over the 
autonomy.

Libyans defy U.S. expulsion order 


WASHINGTON (AP). — With FBI 
agents massed outside their mis- 
sion, four representatives of Libya 
said yesterday they will defy the 
» U.S. State Department's order to 
leave the U.S. because they are im- 
mune from expulsion. 

At a news conference in the Li- 
byan mission, near the State 
Department, a few daya alter the 
State Department's deadline for 
their departure had passed, they 
said they would stay indefinitely to 
tell Libya’s story to the American 
people. 

State Department officials said 
the four apparently were awaiting 
instructions from the Libyan 
' government. Richard Shadyac, the 
lawyer for the Libyans, said the 
four men want “the allegations 
against them to be spelled out.” 

Last Friday, the four diplomats 
' were declared personae non grata 
. by the U.S. and were given 72 hours 
to leave the country. They are 


suspected of intimidating Libyan 
dissidents in the U.S. 

But the Libyans said they were 
not diplomats and therefore were' 
immune from the department's 
declaration. 

Meanwhile, Libya yesterday 
appealed to President Jimmy 
Carter to rescind the expulsion 
order.

IDF destroys houses 
used in grenade attack

Army bulldozers were busy until 
midday yesterday demolishing a 
two-storey building and two shacks 
in the Dehalsha refugee camp out- 
side Bethlehem after It was con- 
cluded that a grenade had been 
thrown from there at a passing 
army vehicle on Monday night. 

Local sources report that seven 
persons from the camp were also 
detained on suspicion of involve- 
ment in the incident. 

Yesterday passed almost un- 
eventfully for the first time in three 
weeks of turbulence on the West 
Bank. 

The curfew on Hebron imposed 
after last Friday night’s attack on 
Jewish settlers in the city In which 
six young men died was lifted again 
for two hours yesterday to allot? 
residents to buy food and to allow 
the children out of their homes for a 
while. Fresh food was brought into 
the city. It Is still not clear when the 
curfew will be lifted. (There Is also 
a curfew In Anabta.) 

The military government closed 
seven stores In Bethlehem’s Al- 
Madbassa Square after a Palesti- 
nian flag was hung on the building. 1 
The store-owners have been detain- 
ed. 

Tulkarm mayor Hflmi Hanmin 
has been summoned together with 
his council members to the local 
military government headquarters 
today following unrest in the town 
after last Thursday’s death of a stu- 
dent In the nearby village of Anab- 
ta. The student was shot dead by a 
military government officer when 
the youth and two comrades at- 
tacked the military governor and 
an aide as they entered the local 
boy's high school. 

Hanoun, who was due to leave for 
Amman earlier this week, has 
delayed his visit and will be atten- 
ding this morning’s meeting ac- 


companied by bis. lawyer. 

Residents of the Hebron area 
Ramailah and El-Btra are also be 
ing prevented from crossing the 
bridges to Jordan, according to 
local sources. The Emir Hasan 
school in the village of Bir Zeit was 
also ordered closed after repeated 
unrest there.- 

In their first Joint move since the 
military government adopted Its. 
tougher policy towards the West 
Bank following Friday night’s at- 
tack, the municipalities and 
charitable organisations of the 
West Bank — which serve largely 
as the organisational base of the 
National Guidance Committee — 
Issued a Joint statement condem- 
ning the banishment of the three 
Hebron leaders. 

Fahd' Kawasma, mayor of 
Hebron, and the mayor of 
neighbouring Halhoul, Mohammed 
MOhem, were deported to Lebanon 
early on Saturday morning 
together with the head of the 
Moslem religious court in Hebron, 
Sheikh Rajab al-T&mlmi. 

Last night an Egged bus driver 
escaped unhurt when two Molotov 
cocktails were thrown at his bus on 
Its way out of Nablus. The driver, 
was alone on the vehicle, which was 
only slightly damaged. 

The driver had brought workers 
to their homes lnNablus and was on 
bis way back to Israel when the two 
Incendiary bottles were thrown. 
One penetrated the bus, but the 
driver managed to put out the fire 
and drive to the Nablus military 
government headquarters. Securi- 
ty forces combed the area and 
arrested some suspects. 

A group of yeshlva students on 
their way to pray at the Western 
Wall were stoned by a group of 
young Arabs in the Old City last 
night. The yeshlva students es- 
caped unharmed. Police later said 
they had arrested one of the 
suspected stone-throwers. 


‘Washington Post’ : Eli Haze’ev 
once held for gang slaying

•WASHINGTON. — Eli Haze'ev. 
one of the six Jews murdered In 
Hebron last Friday, was a Christian 
convert to Judaism who -was 
arrested a decade ago in the 
shotgun slaying in self-defence of a 
fellow member of a Washington 
motorcycle gang, known as the 
Vipers. 

Haze'ev, whose given name was 
James Eli Mahon, Jr., was Initially 
charged with second-degree 
murder. But the charge was later 
reduced to possession of a 
prohibited weapon, and then 
dropped entirely on December 15, 
1970, according to court records 
published yesterday by “The 
Washington Post." At that time, he 
was known locally as “Crazy Jim." 

Haze'ev, 32, arrived in Israel 
seven years ago after serving two 
tours of .duty with the 201st UA Air- 


borne Division in Vietnam, where 
he sustained several serious 
wounds. Including a blown-off 
thumb and a punctured lung, which 
almost killed him. The son of a U.S. 
Air Force colonel, Haze’ev later 
served in the Israel army despite 
his war-time injuries. 

In Vietnam, Haze'ev had boasted 
that he was “the point man on the 
squads which went into un- 
derground tunnels, looking for the 
Vietcong," according to a Virginia 
neighbour, interviewed by the 
newspaper. 

“He liked to go to war," said the 
neighbour. “The idea of violence 
and weapons appealed to Urn. One 
day in his back yard he suddenly 
started spraying the leaves, as if he 
had a machine gun in his hands. 
Once he got to a war I don’t think it 
mattered -jrho. waiuon the other 
side." ’ r.^'V 


UNIFIL men seek move 
from Israel to Lebanon

METULLA. — Officers of 
UNIFIL’s logistics unit have 
recently started talks with 
Lebanese authorities on the possi- 
ble transfer of their activities from 
Israel to Lebanon. 

The UN force wants to try to buy 
supplies In Lebanon instead of in 
Israel, to build logistics bases In 
areas outside the control of Major 
Sa’ad Haddad's militia, and to en- a 
courage more UN soldiers to holi- 
day in Lebanon. 

Colonel Jay Apied of France, 
commander of the unit, accom- 
panied by other UN officers, recent- 
ly met Beirut's governor in South 


Lebanon, Khali m Fayad, to discuss 
these points with him. They also 
asked him to find ways of ensuring 
the safety of UN personnel visiting 
Lebanon and the security of supply 
roads and goods convoys. 

Fayad said the Lebanese govern- 
ment favours transferring UNIFIL 
activities from Israel to Lebanon, 
but UN officers in Nakoura said 
that the plan will prove impossible 
because the Lebanese government 
has no control over the areas south 
of Beirut. 

Most UN personnel accompanied 
by their families live in Israel, In- 
cluding Apied and his family. 


Families reunited on Golan Heights

No cash for 
new W. Bank 
settlements

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitx 
yesterday reiterated that, to his 
regret, there was no provision In 
the current budget for the establish 
ment of further settlements In the 
West Bank. 

But. Hurvitz said, there is a 
budget of some ISlSSm. earmarked 
for the development of existing 
settlements there. 

Replying to a question by MK 
Abba Ebon, Hurvitz also said that, 
In 1978, IS25m. had been invested In 
West’ Bank settlements. In 1979, 
IS85.4m. was spent on existing 
settlements * and another IS29.lm. 
on setting up new settlements. 

The purpose of Investments to be 
made this year is to bring each 
settlement up to the number of 
families needed to ensure self- 
sufficiency, but the extent of 
development has not been deter- 
mined. Par capita Investment, at 
current prices, is some 1820,000 in 
the West Bank. 

Replying to a question by MK 
Amnon Rubinstein,. Hurvitz said 
that military Investment In . Sinai. 
lnclddidk'' Southern Sins!' and the 
.building of the Sinai airfields, had 
totalled IS4.55b. since the Six-Day 
War, calculated on 1979 prices. 

Civilian Investment In Sinai In the 
same period totalled IS1.82b., of 
which. IS684m. was spent on 
Southern Sinai and the rest on 
development in the Rafiah area. 

Since the November 1977 visit to 
Israel of Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat, the' army has invested 
ISl25m. In Sinai. This sum does not 
include money spent on the troop 
withdrawal from Sinai and the 
building of new lines, in which some 
ISlOOm. has been invested. 

Total Investment In Sinai since 
1967 Is over 82b. 


Haifa Port to seek - 
court order on pilots

Gov’t probes Airport plans

The Transport Ministry is ex- 
amining a number of alternative 
plans for the development of Ben- 
Gurion Airport. The original plan 
called for the extension of runway 
08/zi, which will threaten the exr 
Istence of two moshavtm, Mazor 
and Nefech, and of Kibbutz Be'erot 
Yitzhak. 

The Knesset Economic Com- 
mittee learned this week that It will 
be presented with a report drawn 
up by a committee of directors - 
general of concerned ministries. 
The report deals with various 
aspects of the planned runway ex- 
tension, such as environmental and 
agricultural problems. 

Also to be presented to the 
Knesset committee are plans 

drawn up by the airports authority 
for relocating Israel Air- Force 
operations at the airport and for the 


possible relocation of aome cargo 
operations. The committee's chair- 
man, Gad Ya’acobl, thinks an Inter- 
national expert should be consulted 
on the most preferred development 
plan. 

Yesterday, formers from Mazor 
complained that extending the 
runway would spell the end of their 
moshav. They claim the plan is un- 
necessary and that additional in- 
strumentation could solve the air- 
port's problems. 

But Ramon Harel, director- 
general of the Airports Authority; 
Aharon Remez, head of the 
authority's board; and El Al 
representatives countered that the 
volume of traffic both now and In 
the future makes It impossible to en- 
sure safety If the runway is not ex- 
tended. 

' The Transport Ministry has said 
it will do Its utmost to see that near- 
by settlements are affected as little 
aa possible. 


El Al offers to retain navigators

The navigators, whose flight 
schedule began diminishing with 
the introduction of automated 
navigational equipment a few years 
ago, claim that they were denied, 
ground jobs in tbe airline despite 
the court ruling requiring El Al to 
retrain them in case of redundancy.

London police say 7 died 
in Iranian embassy attack 


VIENNA (AP). — Right-wing ex- 
tremist Norbert Burger, a former 
University lecturer sentenced in 
absentia to life imprisonment In 
Italy for terrorism, can run for 
president in Austria, the main elec- 
tion authority ruled on Tuesday. 

The panel's decision held that 
Burger's candidacy was in confor- 
mity with existing legal provisions 
and constitutional criteria- gover- 
ning presidential elections. 

Burger, 01, who is expected to 
muster no more than a few hundred 
votes, is running against Incumbent 
Rudolf Kirchschlaeger , the can- 
didate of the Socialist Party, and 
Wttfrled Gredler, the candidate of 
the Freedom Party and a career 
diplomat. 

Burger’s candidacy has drawn 
sharp criticism, mainly from young 
Socialists, as well as calls for his 
disqualification. 

Exorcists get life 

NEW DELJtl (AP). — Four per- 
sons have been sentenced to life Im- 
prisonment by a judge In Northern 
India on charges of attempting to 
exorcise “evil spirits" and causing 
the death of a woman. 

At the request of the dead 
woman's husband, the four came to 
her house In Jammu and Kashmir 
state, placing her on a bed of bur- 
ning coaL 

The woman’s shrieks soon 
brought the neighbours rushing to 
her house, hut she died before doc- 
tors could attend her. 


LONDON (Reuter). — Police sif- 
ting through the charred remains of 
the Iranian embassy siege yester- 
day put the final death toll at eeven 
— five terrorists and two hostages. 

Three bodies wrapped in green 
plastic bags were removed from 
the rubble of the burned-out em- 
bassy yesterday, two days after it 
was stormed by commandos amid 
gunfire, explosions and flames. 
Scotland Yard said it was satisfied 
no others remained inside. 

Nineteen hostages were rescued, 
five gunmen killed and one cap- 
tured by Special Air Service (SAS) 
troops on Monday night, a Yard 
spokesman said. Five hostages 
were released during the six-day 
siege and two were killed by the 
gunmen, he said. 

Two of the four freed British 
hostages have meanwhile given 
dramatic accounts of their captivi- 
ty and of the lightning rescue opera- 
tion which left the elegant 19th- 
century embassy a blackened shell. 


Ronald Morris, an embassy han- 
dyman, told reporters the gunqien, 
Arab dissidents from southern 
Iran, would have killed all their 
prisoners despite earlier 
assurances that no Britons would 
be harmed. 

“They were fanatics, they would 
have shot everybody," he said. "I 
am lucky to be alive — I have seen 
some horrible things." 

British Broadcasting Corporation 
sound recordist Simeon Harris, who 
was applying for an Iranian visa 
when the gunmen struck last 
Wednesday, said, "I feared an 
almighty massacre. I thought they 
would take a grenade and mow us 
all down." 

Harris disclosed that In the final 
moments of the. siege, while the 
troo’ps were preparing their 
assault, police were telling the 
gunmen over a field telephone that 
their demands for free exit from 
Britain were being met.

for Florida 


KEY WEST, Florida (AP). — 
Overwhelmed by the Influx of 20,000 
Cuban refugees, including a 24-hour 
crush of more than 4,000, local 
refugee officials got a promise of 
relief as President Jimmy Carter 
declared a state of emergency in 
Florida. 

Meanwhile, the relocation of hun- 
dreds of refugees airlifted to & tent 
city at Eglin Air Force Base in the 
Florida Panhandle was delayed by 
security investigations. 

The National Guard sent 200 rein- 
forcements to Key West, pushing 
the total force to 700- 

Carter issued the emergency 
order In Washington late on Tues- 
day, less than 24 hours after it was 
requested by Florida Governor Bob 
Graham, who said the refugee 
deluge had thrown the state into 
“chaos." 

The declaration is aimed at 
speeding federal aid to Florida to 
help state and local officials cope 
with the refugees arriving In Key 
West aboard boats from the Cuban 
port of Marlel. 


Priestly politics 

NEW YORK (AP). — A second 
Roman Catholic priest has 
withdrawn from elective politics In 
keeping with the pope’s wishes to 
discourage political activity by the 
clergy. 

Although the Reverend Robert 
Cornell or Wisconsin believes “ser- 
vice in Congress is no more incon- 
sistent with the priesthood than 
teaching government and history," 
he has cancelled his election bid. 
Cornell, a former two-term con- 
gressman, announced on Tuesday 
he would join Representative 
Robert Drinan, a Jesuit who has i 
served as a Massachusetts con- 
gressman for 10 years. In withdraw- 
ing from politics. 


OPEC seen spiking price-fixing try 


TAIF, SaudJ Arabia (Reuter). — 
OPEC ministers met yesterday to 
determine a long-term strategy for 
stability in world oil supplies and 
prices, but Iranian Oil Minister All 
Akbar Moinfar said he saw no 
prospect of agreement on this in 
present market conditions. 

Moinfar told reporters that Ira- 
nian oil exports have now fallen 
below one million barrels a day, 
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dropping even from the 1.3 million 
barrels he had spoken of In Teheran 
last month. 

The OPEC ministers want to con- 
sider proposals for a long-term 
strategy whereby oil prices will be 
revised four times a year to keep 
pace with an Index of inflation and 
currency movements. 

OPEC president and Venezuelan 
OU Minister Humberto Calderon 
Berti told a news conference on 
Tuesday that plans drafted by 
OPEC experts would make price in- 
creases more predictable and thus 
less likely to damage consumer 


economies. 

But this will involve the 13 OPEC 
members returning to fixed rates 
according to an agreed "marker" 
price. They abandoned that last 
year and scrambled to sell at 
whatever premiums each could 
command, when the fall of the shah 
was followed by a drop in Iranian 
output and a world oil shortage. 

Conference sources said price 
hardliners such as Algeria, Libya 
and Iran would prefer the Saudis to 
produce less, charge more and 
stabilize the market at a higher 
average OPEC price.

TEHERAN. — Iron's parliament Is 
likely to consider the release of the 
S3 American hostages as the second 
moat important Issue on its agenda 
when it convenes in the next six 
weeks, fundamentalist Moslem 
leader Ayatollah Mohammed 
Beheshti said yesterday. 

The parliament win deal first 
with a vote of confidence In a new 
government to be appointed by 
President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, 
said Beheshti, leader of the power- 
ful Islamic Republican Party, at a 
news conference. 

The party commands support of 
the ruling Islamic clergy and Is 
seen as the group most likely to 
dominate decision-making by the 
parliament. 

The second-phase elections to the 
parliament are set to take place all 
over the country tomorrow. Results 
of the polling will not be known for 
at least a week. 

The .parliament was designated 
by Ayatollah Komeini as the final 
authority to decide the fate of the 
hostages who, according to their 
militant captors, have been moved 
to a dozen different bltieS across 7 
Iran. E 

The militants said the hostages 
had been moved to other cities not 
only to prevent the U.S. from pluck- 
ing them out in another rescue 
attempt but also "to keep them 
(alive) for a day of trial." 

In another development, in- 
formed sources told a Western 
reporter in Teheran yesterday that 
an unidentified American woman 
arrested on Monday night and ac- 
cused of working for the Central 
Intelligence Agency had been turn- 
ed over to the custody of the 
Foreign Ministry. 

Meanwhile, fierce fighting raged 
yesterday in the Kurdish region's 
capital of Sanandaj as Kurdish in- 
surgents poured heavy gunfire into 
the embattled airport, where large 


World press hits 
UNESCO report 

FLORENCE (AP). — World press 
leaders yesterday warned against 
the adoption of a UN report which 
would "subject news to government 
policies and thus fb government ; 
regulation." 

A final resolution at an Inter- 
national Press Institute meeting 
here, adopted overwhelmingly by 
over 300 delegates from over 60 non- 
communist countries, rejected "the 
persistent theme” of the UNESCO 
report "Unking the media to social, 
economic and political objectives of 
governments." 

The Ipl, however, noted that 
the commission — headed by 
.Nobel Peace prizewinner Sean 
McBride — had conde mn ed cen- 
sorship, endorsed "the principle of 
freedom" and recommended that 
journalists have unfettered access 
to news sources. 

In another decision, the institute 
expressed its “deep disap- 
pointment" against measures by 
Spain "which have seriously eroded 
or are likely to erode the freedom of 
the press."

THE HADASSAH Medical 
Organization has announced the es- 
tablishment of the country's first 
School of Public Health and Com- 
munity Medicine. 

But, at the same time, the 
organization's director-general has 
confirmed that budget cuts will 
force it to fire 25 per cent of the staff 
at the school's field training centre. 

The Kiryat Yovel Community 
Health Centre.— “LttUe'Hadassah" 
— is the model for almost all the 
community health services now 
offered in Israel and, in the 27 years 
since It was founded, has become 
an internationally renowned model 
for integrating curative and 
preventive medicine in a single 
facility. 

The centre, with its sophisticated 
“outreach” programme — 
whereby clinic doctors and nurses 
perform "the long-forgotten role of 
the family doctor" — unifies its ser- 
vice, teaching and research roles. 

According to Dr. Bert Gam pel, 
director of the centre, "Little 
Hadassah" is committed to iden- 
tifying the medical needs of the en- 
tire community -and providing the 
necessary services. It Is regarded 
as having pioneered the devlopment 
of community medicine In Israel. 

Prof. Kalman Mann, director- 
general of the Hadassah Medical 
Organization, confirmed that 
Treasury-ordered cutbacks in the 
hospital's budget has forced the 
hospital to eliminate 12 of the 50 
positions at the centre. 

And in Kiryat Tovel, activist 
.social workers have responded- by 
organizing community opposition 
to the proposed cuts and are plan- 
ning & demonstration for next 
week. 

ACCORDING to Mann, the 12 posts 
to be cut are “mostly ancillary, like 
gardeners or maintenance men.” 
But he conceded that there would

be a freeze on hiring doctors and 
that there could be a cutback on the 
existing nursing staff. 

At preseat, the “Little 
Hadassah" staff provides complete 
health care for at least 700 families 
in Kiryat Yovel. In addition, tt 
provides total mother-aud-c Mid- 
care services for an additional 10,- 
000 people and cares for a further 
800 bed-ridden and home-bound 
patients on the neighbourhood's 
periphery. 

The Kiryat Yovel activists, who 
represent nearly 20 different 
organizations under the umbrella of 
the Front to Defend the Social Ser- 
vices in Jerusalem, are planning a 
leaflet campaign and are seeking 
the participation, of the 
neighbourhood’s residents for a 
demonstration next Tuesday. 

The leaflets, aimed at the finance 
minister, the health minister and 
Prof. Mann, warn: “We'll 
guarantee that any funerals 
resulting from the strangulation of 
the Kiryat Yovel Centre will take 
place outside your homes.” 

Dr. Gampel, a- veteran of com- 
munity health services, said this 
week that the. aspects of the cen- 
tre's work that would be most en- 
dangered by the cuts would be the 
post-graduate teaching and the out- 
reach programmes. 

WITH 25 students from abroad and 
a further 35 Israeli students in the 
first and second years of specialist 
. training at the centre, the ad- 
ditional workload expected to be 
generated by the School of Public 
Health worries Gampel.

The centre la part of the Depart- 
ment of Social Medicine, which is 
now linked with the new School of 
Public Health In the. Hadassah- 
Hebrew University Faculty of 
Medicine. But plans for the centre 
in the new school include a larger 
student population. 

The centre’s area of responsibili- 
ty includes two of the poorest sec- 
tions of Jerusalem — the Rehov 
Stern section and the Rehov Brazil 
section. According to Gampel, 
many of the 800 bed-ridden and 
home-bound patients who depend 
on the centre's service, live In these 
areas. ■ 

MANN, who Is considered to be the 
“father" of the community health 
service programme, originally en- 


visioned the centre as & head- 
quarters for service, teaching and 
research in community medicine. 

But while battling with the 
Treasury over government- 
demanded cutbacks, Mann admits 
that the hospital decided on heavy 
cutbacks at the centre. 
Nevertheless, he remains con- 
vinced that the cuts will not 
damage the essential functions of 
"Little Hadassah." 

. However, the centre's structure, 
combining service, research and 
teaching, seems vulnerable to any 
budget cutbacks. 

He establishment of the School 
of Public Health coincides with the 
growing number of specialists who 
are demanding work in the main 
areas of Israel. Combined with the 
current Job recession, it has led to 
unemployment among doctors 
here. 

At a press conference earlier this 
week. Health Ministry director- 
general Baruch Modan strongly 
emphasized community health 
programmes as the direction that 
Israeli health services should take. 
He said he is thinking of asking the 
Absorption Ministry for funds — 
already set aside to encourage 
Israeli doctors to return to Israel 
from abroad — to be used “to keep 
Israeli doctors in the country." 

Much of that money could be used 
for the re-education that the 
Hadassah School of Public Health Is 
proposing. 

THE HADASSAH statement an- 
nouncing the establishment of the 
school took note of the need for “re- 


educating young doctors who can- 
not find scope for their talents to- 
day In normal clinical fields." 

"We deal with the whole person, 
with the whole family,” Gampel 
said, comparing the service at the 
clinic to large hospitals modelled on 
the American system, "where they 
specialize in the disease and not the 
diseased." 

The hospital can still change its 
mind about the cutback at Kiryat 
Yovel if it wins its battle with the 
Treasury over budget cuts. 

The Treasury is demanding that 
the hospital eliminate 150 beds at its 
two campuses, while Hadassah 
says it is ready to cut back 73 beds. 
The difference Involves at least z50 
jobs that could he saved at 
Hadassah. And such a saving could 
mean that not all 12 positions at 
Kiryat Yovel would be cut, Mann 
indicated. 

Hadassah Is asking for a meeting 
with Finance Minister Ylgael Hur- 
vltz this week, Mann said, because 

several leading Hadassah activists 
from the U.S. are currently In 
Israel to attend the Hebrew Univer- 
sity's Board of Governors meeting. 

Mrs. Bernice T&nnenbaura, 
national president of Hadassah, 
and Mrs. Rose Matskln, chairman 
of the Hadassah Medical Organiza- 
tion, are among the leading ac- 
tivists. 

Tannenbaum described the new 
School of Public Health as an 
"answer to a call made recently by 
Health Minister Ellezer Shostak to 
develop new outlets for recent 
graduates In medicine and those 
who will graduate in the future." 

What worries those who care 
about “Little Hadassah” is whether 
the centre will survive the cutbacks 
or simply become an “aspirin dis- 
pensary" rather than the com- 
prehensive clinic that residents 
have come to depend upon — and 
students need.

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Economical garbage disposal 
for apartment dwellers

A yeshlva bachur with a flair for 
technology and respect tor ecology 
has designed a domestic garbage 
• handling system which he aays 
would not only enhance public 
sanitation, but also save plenty ot 
electricity and petrol. 

The system, blueprinted by 20 - 
year-old AvahaJom Sha'er. consists 
of a funnel-topped container to 
receive the garbage from residents 
of an apartment house, an 
hydraulically operated plstontype 
compactor and an auxlUlary water 
pressure booster. 

The aim of the system is to 
reduce to a minimum the volume of 
garbage collected by municipal 
dustmen. While awaiting them, the 
system eliminates the liquid wastes 
promptly — to minimize the 
dangers posed by files and mos- 
quitoes. Says the designer: 
“Generally, compacting equipment 
Is powered by an electric motor. 
This system works entirely on 
water — part of it re-circulated for 
repeated use. But even more Impor- 
tant for energy conservation la the 
fact that those heavy garbage 
trucks, which use so much diesel 
fuel, will have to make their rounds 
less frequently than at present." 

Sha'er, who began a four-year 
army stint last week, designed the 
novel sanitation system as his 


graduation project at Boys Town, a 
Jerusalem yeahlva that divides its 
curriculum between Talmud 
studies and courses In electronics, 
mechanics, and practical engineer- 
ing. 

“Anything anyone can think of 
along the lines of improving the en- 
vironment should be welcomed," 
the young Innovator observed In a 
recent Interview with The 
•fcrtwcaZem Poet. “I have long been 
concerned about the dangers of 
over-expoiing raw household gar- 
bage to the atmosphere. There are 
so many cats, and the garbage bins 
serve as Ideal breeding grounds for 
disease-bearing Insects.’ 1 

The operation of Avshalom 
Sha’er 'a sanitation system is sim- 
ple. The tenants of a building bring 
their garbage to the building's dum- 
ping area and throw it into the 
funnel atop the receptor tank. When 
the tank Is nearly full, someone 
pulls a cord on a lever. This action 
releases a flaw of water from a 
reserve, or "booster" water tank. 
The water enters a cylinder where 
It forces out a flat compacting 
“palm" at the end of a piston. 

The piston emerges slowly but 
powerfully, and the flat "palm" 
compresses the garbage In the 
receptor tank to about half its 
volume. 

As the piston returns to the 
cylinder, it activates a mechanism

— also water-powered, non- 
electrical — that tilts the receptor 
tank with Its compacted contents; 
to a 46-degree angle. This allows the 
liquids to drain off through a small 
hole Into a nearby sump, and the 
garbage — now tightly packed — 
drops into the dustbin to wait for the 
collection truck. 

"The dustbins," Avshalom 
pointed out, "will thus contain 
twice as much garbage as before 
and will have to be collected only 
half as frequently." 


He recommends that the system 
he located on a ramp-equipped two- 
metre -high platform, so as to work 
smoothly with the lJ-metr e-hlgh 
rubbish collection boxes currently 
In use.

Rassco pays off staffer I Union Ballk financing issue

TEL AVIV. — - Rassco has settled 
' for ILl3.5m. claims totalling IL40m. 
by Ylgael Weinstein, Its former 
managing director, Nlsslm Baruch, 
the chairman of the board of 
Rassco, a contracting company af- 
filiated with the Jewish Agency, 
yesterday told The Jerusalem 
■ Post. After all deductions and in- 
come tax payments, Weinstein 
received a cheque for XL900,000. 

Weinstein, 48, took up his position 
as managing director of Rassco 
seven years ago. 

The company then agreed not 
only to give him a life-long pension 
after retirement, but "highly In- 
creased” severance pay if he was 
discharged. 

Two years ago, when Rassco 
began to develop serious liquidity 
problems, It was decided to replace 
the entire management, and after 
several changes in the jobs of both 
the managing director and the 
chairman of the board, Nlsslm 
Baruch was brought In four months 
ago to fill both positions. 


About 60 persons were fired 
recently, two senior officials were 
pensioned and a few more are about 
to go. The main personnel problem 
outstanding was that of Weinstein, 
whose claims against the company 
were about IL20m. a year ago. With 
inflation they would have doubled 
by today.

TEL AVIV. — The Union Bank 
board -of directors decided yester- 
day on a major capitalization In- 
crease of IS30m.

Bill to make 
airlines fully 
liable for 
all damages 

Airlines will bear absolute liabili- 
ty for the death or injury of 
passengers, and far damage to ’ 
freight and luggage, under the Air 
Transport Law, which passed its 
first reading In the Knesset on : 
Tuesday and was referred to the 
Economic Committee. 

The bill was presented by 
Transport Minister Hahn Landau, I 
who said that at present the carrier 
Is liable only If there ■ has been 
negligence. 

The limits of the carrier's respon- 
sibility are also raised by. the bill to 
9126,000 for bodily injury (now 920 ,- 
000) and 91,260 for luggage accom- 
panying the passenger (now |8S8), 

However, the changes will take 
effect only after the International 
treaties on which they are based ob- 
tain International validity. 

On the other hand, the "absolute 
liability" rule will take effect with 
respect to internal air transport am 
soon as the hill becomes law.

Altman said that the Authority 
would welcome El Al’s entry Into 
the charter field, especially if it 
were to break Into a new market. 
However, he did object to hit-and-

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Tourist health insurance

TEL AVIV. — Delivering 
beneficial health services at a 
“fairly low profit" is a fast-growing 
business, according to Nahum 
Yahalom, head of Health Vacation 
Centre, which recently branched 
out into another field — providing 
tourists here who fall sick with 
medical and dental care. 

The' offshoot of Health Vacation 
Centre Is called Sanus Medical 
Assistance and * Services, and it 
provides an initial visit by a doctor, 
who is regularly employed in a 
hospital, at a' fee of ZS20 in fixe day 
and IS30 a night. 

The service is at present offered 
only in Tel Aviv, hut within a month 
it is also scheduled to function in 
Jerusalem. 

Yahalom has already reached 
agreement with one large tourist 
agency in Austria and with two in 
West Germany, which sell their 
clients complete health insurance, 
including hospitalization, at IS25 
for two weeks. 

The basic bread-and-butter of the 
company, however, is a disfiguring 
skin disease called psoriasis, which 
is not uncommon In northern 
climates. 

In the past seven years, Yahalom 
has brought 8,000 persons to the 
Dead Sea for treatment "with very 
good results.” At 'present, he is 
working with twelve foreign, sick 
funds, which pick up a goodly part 
of the costs. Six of these funds are in 
West Germany, three in Austria, 
and one each in Denmark, Belgium 


and Holland. A 28-day treatment 
stay under medical supervision 
with full board costs between IS800 
and IS950 at the Dead Sea (ex- 
cluding the air fare). 

A year ago, Yahalom began 
bringing over post-accident vic- 
tims. after it was learned that doing 
exercises in the waters of the Dead 
Sea, as compared to aa ordinary 
pool, reduced the time of recovery 
in many cases by SO to 40 per cent. 
This group is joined by those suffer- 
ing frtun arthritis (or rheumatism) , 
who have also reported good 
t results. 

Yahalom is also promoting the 
benefits for asthma sufferers of 
Arad, where the air is free of 
pollens, one of the main factors 
which trigger attacks- Usually, it 
takes three months abroad for a 
patient to undergo treatment, but a 
recent experiment with 26 
youngsters, who underwent Inten- 
sive “breathing exercises*' limited 
the treatment period to 28 days. 

4 Most of the patients were on cor- 
. tisane and they were gradually able 
to taper off from using thla power- 
ful drug. None of this group suf- 
fered an attack of asthma in the 
three months since they have 
returned to West Germany. An ex- 
periment with adults produced 
similarly encouraging results. 

Some nine more groups, each 
numbering 25 to 20 persons, are ex- 
pected from West Germany and 
Austria this year..

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Politics of demagogy 

"MALICIOUS and demagogic" la how MK Haim Bar-Lev 
characterized the latest personal attack on him by Agriculture 
Minister Arlk Sharon. He was right: yet be was wrong In respon- 
ding at the same time to Mr. Sharon's invitation to resume the 
post-Yom Kip pur War “war of the generals." 

Whether or not Mr. (then Rav-Aluf) Bar-Lev's concept of his 
famous line was sound or not, whether it was Mr. (then Aluf) 
Sharon who was responsible for thinning out that line, is almost 
gruesomely irrelevant to the real issue of the day. 

The real issue is Hebron — or, in the widest sense, whether the 
West Bank (or Judea and Samaria) , though a part of the Land of 
Israel, should be treated as if It were today or could at some 
future time become part and parcel of the State of Israel. 

In the Knesset on Monday Mr. Bar-Lev, speaking for the 
Alignment, suggested that, had the government evacuated the 
women and children from the Hadassab building in Hebron, as 
it had pledged to do, the Friday night carnage would not have i 
taken place. 

This set off a storm of protests from, mainly, coalition 
benches. Yet a coalition MK, the Democrats* Akiva Nof, 
reiterated it cogently when he observed, “The handful of women 
in the Hadassah building serves neither the cause of security 
nor of Zionism, but it is a death trap that's very hard to defend.;' 

It Is, needless to say, open to Mr. Sharon, as to any citizen of 
this still free country, to contest that view. Instead Mr. Sharon 
(himself no great believer in the freedom of expression) chose, 
in so many words, to impugn Mr. Bar-Lev's loyalty. In submit- 
ting his affidavit to the High Court In the Eilon Moreh case, Mr. 
Bar-Lev “collaborated with Arabs who hate Jews." This show- 
ed that he was “capable of anything." 

Such obscenity does not merit comment in itself. But Mr. 
Sharon is a very Important person. Although he is not quite the 
"King of Israel" that his worshipful soldiers once anointed him, 
Mr. Sharon is for practical purposes, by Mr. Be gin’s leave, Lord 
of the Territories — at least where Jews are settled. 

It was be who sustained the Hadassah building squatters in 
their defiance of the Government that wanted them out. It was 
he who most insistently pushed tor Hebron’s resettlement with 
Jews — Just as previously he had served as the main sponsor of 
Gush Emunim's settlement escapades throughout the West 
Bank. 

Plainly for Mr. Sharon the only good Arabs, with whom it is 
permissible to collaborate, are thoae who willingly, or at least 
uncomplainingly, let their lands be expropriated so as to but- 
tress the Jews’ ancestral right to all of the Land. He has not 
informed the nation yet what he proposes to do with the other 
kind of Arabs. 

Some of the violent fanatics who enjoy his protection., 
however, have made no secret of their recipe: the Arabs are, in 
essence, Amalek, and should be treated as such. So long as Mir. 
Sharon does not openly disavow them, they will be his burden — 
they who urge “two eyes for an eye." 

By the same token, unless the Government disavows Mr. 
Sharon, he will remain its collective burden.

For a $30 
annual subscription one can be 
trained to become not only a racist, 
and anti-Semite, but a professional 
killer and murderer.

AN INNOVATIVE project In 
modern Jewish studies, believed to 
be unique in the U.S., has been 
launched by Suny Press, the 
publishing arm of the State Univer- 
sity of New York. 

The project consists of a publica- 
tion series on modern Jewish 
literature and culture, a series of 
modem Jewish history, politics and 
society, and an annual journal of 
studies in American Jewish 
literature, Suny Press editor Dr. 
Robert Mandel told the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency recently. 

He expects to publish some 20 
books within the next three years, 
as part of a general expansion of 
Suny Press. 

Dr. Sarah Blacher Cohen, 
professor of literature at Suny 
Albany, is general editor for the 
series on literature and culture. 

"In a way we're taking advan- 
tage of the explosion of research 
and Interest in Jewish studies In the 
U.S.," she said. “The series will 
deal with Yiddish, Jewish- 
Amerlcan and Hebrew literature, 
as well os art, music and the Jewish 
culture of other centres of the 
Diaspora, and we are encouraging 
people to submit manuscripts on all 
aspects of literature and culture. 

"There is also a great resurgence 
of Israeli and Hebrew literature. 
We plan to contact scholars in 
Israel, England and elsewhere, 
seeking manuscripts from all over 
the world. 

General editor for the series on 
modern Jewish history, politics and 
society is Dr. Melvin Urofaky, 
chairman of the department of 
history at Virginia Commonwealth 
University In Richmond. Urofaky la 
the author-editor of some nine 
books and numerous articles, par* 
ticularly an Zionism and .Israel. His 
series is also looking for 
manuscript, Mandel said, primari- 
ly on the history of the Jews from 
the enlightenment to the post- 
Holocaust period.

IRISH attitudes towards Israel and 
the Jews have always been highly 
charged, often complex, never the 
sweet sentiment of the Hollywood 
and New York myth. 

Jews Erst impinged on the Irish 

consciousness when some 6,000 Lit- 
vaka spilled over from Liverpool at 
the turn, of the ' century, adrift 
midway between New York and 
Johannesburg. This was the Dublin 
ambience of James Joyce’s 
Leopold Bloom. Not numerous 
enough to provoke the anti-Semitic 
mass reactions evident in Britain 
and the U.S., the new cobblers, 
tailors, tinkers, and rag-and-bone 
men were objects of curiosity and 
some warmth In insular. 'devoutly 
Catholic Ireland. 

Familiar stereotypes also had 
their echoes. "The Jew-man 
moneylender" makes his 
appearance in some of the songs of 
the time, and in IS 05, a pogrom in 
Limerick left one Jew dead. A local 
Jewish businessman with a bad: 
reputation bad organized an osten- 
tatious wedding for his daughter at- 
a time of great general hardship, 
and a priest had preached an 
Easter sermon with fiery anti- 
Semitic tones. 

The Jews moved out. Over the 
next half century, no Jewish com- 
munity existed In Limerick. 
Memories are long in Ireland. In 
1977, the (Labour Party) mayor of 
Limerick sparked off a national up- 
roar over a blatantly anti-Semitic 
statement. 

Yet to the south, in Intensely 
Republican Cork, a Jewish com- 
munity quietly prospered in peace, 
goodwill, and security until, in 1978, 
Gerald Goldberg became the first 
Jewish lord mayor of Ireland's 
most nationalistic city. 

THE FASCISM of the 1980s hod its 
echoes, alarming and quaint, in . 
Ireland. The Infant Irish 
democracy seemed threatened by 
the Blueshirt movement of General 
Eoin O'Duffy. In 1984, O'Duffy, 
emulating Mussolini's March on 
Rome, proclaimed a March on 
Dublin. Free State Premier 
Eamonn DeV&lera retaliated by 
declaring a Bank Holiday. The 
railways stopped when their staff 
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Eamonn De Valera 

(Camera Press) 

took the day off, and O’Duffy’s 
rural followers never got to Dublin. 
The ridicule was a more effective 
block than the battle of Cable Street 
in London was to be, and that was 
the end of Green Fascism. 

However, England's trouble was 
ever Ireland’s opportunity. Despite 
its British Dominion status, the 
Irish Free State under DeV&lera 
remained strictly neutral through 
World War n, and a hive of German 
espionage activity. After Hitler's 
suicide in 1943, DeValera called on 
the German Legation in Dublin to 
offer fals condolences. 

The Yishuv’s struggle for In- 
dependence brought another unex- 
pected twist. "Anyone who shoots 
British soldiers can't be all bad." 
By this eternal Gaelic litmus test, 
Menahem Begin and the Ir gun Zval 
Lewxnl came up trumps. Apart from 
enjoying widespread popularity in 
Ireland, the Irgun was also able to 
enjoy a rudimentary organization 
in Dublin under the aegis of Robert 
Briscoe, later first Jewish lord 
mayor of Dublin. 

Briscoe was the first Jew to be in- 
dividually immortalized In an Irish 


AMERICAN FOREIGN POLICY 


To-ihe Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — During the past decade, a 
radical re-evaluation of American 
foreign policy, as it was formulated 
from World War U through the 
1960s, baa taken place in the upper 
levels of U.S. government. What 
many now interpret as a gradual 
decline of U.S. political and 
military power, was, in fact, a con- 
scious decision of U.S. leaders, es- 
peci&lly Jimmy Carter, to 
repudiate certain past American 
policies. This fundamental break 
with accepted geopolitical theory 
was a response both to the dis- 
astrous results of the Vietnam War 
and, more Importantly, to substan- 
tial changes in the values and 
political perception of the majority 
of Americans. 

This past year, however, many 
responsible political analysts out- 
side the U.S., concerned over the 
lack of immediate and dramatic 
U.S. counter-measures to the re- 
cent international political crises, 
have begun to seriously question 
this new American foreign policy. 
They see It, more often than not, as 
unstable, naive, and diplomatically 
untrustworthy. America, they say. 
Is shirking her responsibility as a 
superpower and is using such words 
as "prudence," "restraint," and 
“responsibility" to cover up cowar- 
dice. the desire to appease, and a 
lack of will. ' 

Prior to 1976-77, there were 
relatively few such accusations — 
or, more accurately, they were not 
given serious attention.. The U.S. 
enjoyed unquestioned global 
supremacy. No one could Imagine 
Indicting Americans for being 
passive, utopian “doves." Between 
1940 and 1975, the U.S. was involved 
in a global war and two Asian land 
wars, and, as Prof. Richard Barnet 
points out, launched a major 
military campaign or paramilitary 
CIA operation on the average of 
once every 18 months. 

The U.S., in addition, had specific 
military commitments to 42 
different nations and supplied 
billions of dollars in military 
material to dozens of others. 

The Vietnam War, however, 
changed all that. For the first time, 
Americans saw. the brutal carnage 
of war — burning babies, saturation 
bombing, defoliated junglea, 
napalm ed villages — splashed on 
their television screens in living 
colour. The piercing eye of the 
video tube, unavailable during 
World War II or even the Korean 
War, unmasked the myth of 
America's altruistic fight for 
freedom and showed Instead the 
corruption, brutality and economic 
self-interest which were the basis of 
our continued presence In 
Southeast Asia. 

Seventeen years of American in- 
volvement. the loss of Bfi,000 men, 
did, in fact, spark a severe public 
re-examination of the fundamental 
tenets of U.S. foreign policy. 

Slowly, Americans saw that they 
were not doing what they had set 
out to do, some 200 years ago. Far 
from promoting freedom, more 
often than not we aided the forces of 
oppression. Far from helping un- 
derdeveloped countries, frequently 
the U.S. manipulated their 
governments, through economic 
and political pressure, and helped 
ourselves to their land and gcods 
and cheap surplus labour. Rather 
than loading the way in the struggle 
for peace, America led the way In 


high technology weapons develop- 
ment. 

This national examination of con- 
science culminated with the elec- 
tion of Jimmy Carter as president,- 
a man most Americans' felt ex- 
pressed the values, hopes and 
qualities of the new generation. 
Carter promised a new American 
foreign policy, "based on constant 
decency in its values and on op- 
timism in our historical vision." 

For better or worse. Jimmy 
Carter Is a deeply religious man. 
He believes, therefore, that the 
course of world history does not de- 
pend merely upon who has the most 
military power, but that other, less 
tangible, but ultimately more im- 
portant factors are involved. He 
came Into office convinced that, in 
the end. the destiny of every nation 
is shaped largely by the economic 
and social justice within it, by the 
desire for peace and respect for 
human rights of its citizens, and by 
the personal Integrity of its leaders. 

It makes a difference, therefore, 
at least in the long run, that the CIA 
not practise political assassination, 
torture, or blackmail, as does the 
KGB. It is important that America 
have no Gulag, Lubl&nka prison or 
censorship. And, finally, it Is vital 
that the world, especially un- 
derdeveloped countries, know that 
there Is a qualitative difference 
between U.S. and Soviet 
"imperialism”: that we will not, as 
hard-liners wish, continue to supply 
massive military and political sup- 
port to any petty dictator willing to 
enter an alliance. 

We must realize, though, that 
such unwillingness to mimic Soviet 
ruthlessness will be criticized. We 
will be called weak. We will be told, 
continually, that in the brutal world 
of Rcalpolitik, there is no room for 
high-minded morality, and that 
Americans must overcome their 
“post- Vietnam complex." 

Yet it is precisely in resisting 
such rhetoric that the U.S. will re- 
main, politically and morally, the 
leader of the Free, World. For the 
strength of the U.S. does not rest, 
nor has it ever rested, primarily on 
Its military capabilities, but on the 
spirit of a people dedicated, at least 
in theory, to political independence, 
economic freedom and social 
justice. For President Carter to 
abandon his convictions and adopt 
the Kremlin’s cynically 
Machiavellian foreign policy, 
would be a disastrous betrayal of 
the fundamental principles upon 
which America was built.

Is an 
influential figure In the ruling Fian- 
na Fall Party. His daughter 
became a nun. 

HISTORIANS now trace strong 
similarities between the urban 
guerrilla wars of Michael Collin's 
IRA in 1919-1921, and Begin’a Irgun. 
To this day, the film “Exodus" Is a 
sure-fire hit on Irish television. 

Through the 1950s and 1960s, the 
shared experience of escape 
through struggle from the tolls of 
British colonialism strongly In- 
fluenced Irish attitudes towards 
Israel. With the start of the 
Northern Ireland troubles in 1969, 
however, other influences began to 
be felt. The Provisional IRA came 
to forge Huka with the FLO through 
the Terrorist International, and the 
shared rhetoric of revolutionary 
struggle now joined IRA and PLO. 

But this was never the whole 
story. Conor Cruise O’Brien, a 
former cabinet minister in 
Ireland's 1978-79 coalition govern- 
ment and now' editor-in-chief of the 
London "Observer," remained a 
staunch friend of Israel (and an im- 
placable foe of the IRA) . Ironically, 
he was also a leading architect of 
Ireland’s active UN role. 

TINY IRELAND (pop. 3 million) is 
a member of the European Com- 
munity but remains outside NATO. 
With one of the world's longest and 
most stable democratic traditions 
in the 20th century. It yet proudly 
guar da Its non-aligned status. 

Despite the reputation of the 
fighting Irish, and the continuing 
sectarian conflict in Northern 
Ireland, the Republic has not been 
to war since Independence. 

In these circumstances, 
Ireland's prominent UN role — and 
its lead in supplying military con- 
ti gents for UN peace-keeping forces 
— Is a major source of national 
pride. Wherever the Irish soldiers 
go, the attentions of the Irish 
newspapers follow.

Sir, I have reasi with lnterest 
your recent article, "On the 
dropout trail" by Sarah Honig. 

For the record, I would wish to 
bring to your attention that there 
exists another Jewish immigration 
agency, which Ms. Honig failed to 
mention: It 1s the Rav Tov Com- 
mittee to Aid New Immigrants. 
Rav Tov provides full services to 
Russian Jewish immigrants arriv- 
ing in Vienna and Rome. This agen- 
cy, with headquarters in New York 
and offices in Vienna, Rome and 
London, Is recognized by the U.S. 
Government and provides the same 
services as HIAd and Joint to these 
immigrants. 

May I point out that Rav Tov, a 
totally independent agency,' sup- 
ported worldwide by the Orthodox 
Jewish Community, is not affiliated 
with any Zionist organization, will 
continue servicing these refugees 
uninterrupted even after the Zionist 
World Organization and the State of 
Israel succeed in forcing the closing 
of HIAS and Joint offices in Vienna 
and Rome. 

We firmly believe that a Russian 
Jew leaving Russia must be given a 
free choice to settle in any country 
of his or her choosing, and It is the 
responsibility of the Jewish com- 
munity to provide such services. 

The problems one may have in 
approaching the complex question 
of HIAS’ role in Vienna and Rome 
do not arise in case of the Rav Tov, 
because one does not expect any 
better of it. This Is an organization 
sponsored by the*Satmar Hassidim, 
whose anti-Israel record Is well 
known. 

But while HIAS may present & 
problem, ally a circles here treat 
the Rav Tov as having no more than 
nuisance value, as It is certainly not 
geared to deal with thousands of 
immigrants per month, as Is HIAS. 
Neither can it find sponsors, jobs 
and aid in the U.S. for tens of 
thousands of people as HIAS has 
done. 

Finally, to put Rabbi Frenkel's 
mind at ease, I had not completely 
ignored the Rav Tov. I mentioned it 
in a subsequent article.
